SCHOOL REPORT. 


For the Year Ending March Ist, 1893. 


The school board of. the town of Grantham submit the 
following report: 


There has been an aggregate of 100 weeks of school during 
the past year, and seventy-nine children have received instruc- 
tion. There have been four schools maintained in the town, 
and in review of our schools for the past year we have reason 
to feel that they have, as a whole, been as prosperous as ever 
before. It is evident that they should, for the reason that 
more is being done now for them than in any-former time. 
We have employed in all, seven different. teachers, four of 
them are tried and experienced teachers. It was found 
necessary, however, to employ some beginners. ‘They have all 
been fairly successful. We will not make a detailed statement 
of each school or teacher; it is your duty and privilege to 
inform yourselves in these matters. ‘There should be a strong 
desire, a thoughtful curiosity, to see and understand the work 
of the school-room. Each good citizen should assist in giving 
efficiency to all advance in better modes; there should be a 
looking for and studying for better methods. There is a feel- 
ing amongst the patrons of the North school that there should 
be new seats and desks furnished for that school-house. There 
are not seats enough in the school-house on Dunbar Hill to seat 
the children attending school there. The school-house on 
Howe Hill is unfit for occupancy as a school-room in its present 
condition. There was very little expended on repairs the last 
year ; we will have to have money this year to repair some of 
the’ school-houses or keep a less number of schools. 
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It should be the object of all concerned to make our schools 
the best possible. To this end the town should be liberal in 
furnishing suitable school buildings ; parents should co-operate 
with teachers by properly training their children at home, 
seeing that they are regular in attendance at school, visiting 
the schools and learning for themselves how the work is being 
done. Choose your best and truest men or women for the 
svhool board, and then if they are worthy sustain them and 
help them. ‘The revenue and expenditures for school purposes 
are shown by the report of the treasurer, which, with this report, is
